arc found in the mild zone of southern 
Europe than in the higher latitudes, 
with their long and severe winters. In 
countries Tvi Hi a liiglily developed civ- 
ilization compai-atively fewer cases of 
longevitj;.are found than in more primi- 
tive countries. The statistics also show 
that in agricultural countries the per- 
centage'of people over'100 years old is 
greater than in "countries principally 
devoted to industries. Some of the fig- 
ures collected are, indeed, surprising. 


According to the last .census the Ger- 


man empire has a population of about 
50,000,000. Among them there are only 
73 who have passed the hundredth year'.' 
France, with a population of barely 40,- 
000,000, can boast of 213 persons who 
have celebrated their centennial in 
good health. The figures in regard to 
Great Britain are very interesting'anrl 
significant. 
Of persons who have 


passed the .century mark there .arc iu 
England 146, in Ireland 578, and'in 
Scotland only 46. Another peculiar fact 
is the unequal distribution of lon- 
gevity in the Scandinavian peninsula, 
Sweden has only ten centenarians, 
.while rugged Norway, with a popula- 
tion • of 
only about 10,000,000, . can 


boast of 23 people who have lived 
over five score of years. 
There 


is but five centenarians in 
the 


industrial beehive/of -Belgium, only 
two in sea girt Denmark, and not 
a single one in Switzerland, with its 
snow-clad mountains. 


Figures from Russia, Austria and 


Italy could not be obtained. For Rus- 
sia no census has ever been taken, and 
data as to the age of individuals arc 
unreliable in that country, unless they 
are based upon official researches. Such 
cases wotild, of course, not enable .,\ 
statistician to use them as a foundation 
for any comparison. In Austria and 
Italy local censuses have been made, 
.but they were mostly confined to cities 
and certain industrial districts, and rio 
complete figures could be obtained. 


The most astonishing figures are fur- 


nished by the south of Europe. Spain, 
with a population of about 18)000,000, 
has 401 people over 100 years of age. 
Even more favorable to longevity the 
climate of the Balkans seems to ba. 
Scrvia, with a total population ofabout 
2,250,000, has no less than 575 people 
who have passed the century mark; 
Eoumania, with a population of 5,800,- 
000, 1,084,'and Bulgaria, with a popula- 
tion of 3,300,000, even 3.SS3. In one 
year (1892) there were 350 persons of 
more than 100-years included in the 
mortality '.reports of Bulgaria. In the 
minute kingdom of Servia there were, 
according to the census of 1892, 290 per- 
sons between 106 and 115 years of age 
153 between 115 and 125 years, 18 be- 
tween 125 and 135 and three between 
135 and 140. 


The question, who is the oldest per- 


son in the world? has often been asked, 
and every now and then some claim in 
that respect is set up in favor of some 
individual of uncertain age. A few 
years ago a report went through th'j 
continental press of Europesayingthat 
in Eussia aman had been found who ha:l 
reached the ripe old age of 160 years. 
However, no proofs were given for that 
assertion. According to the researches 
of the German statistician, the oldest 
person in the world, whose age ha'.< 
boon proved beyond a doubt, is Bruno 
Cotrim, a negro, who was born in AT- 
rica'150 years ago and now lives in Rio 
fie Janeiro. Next comes a coachman ic 
Moscow, with 140 years to his authen- 
tically established record. The oldest 
woman in the world is 130 years old, but 
does not want to have her name men- 
ticned, because she thinks that there 
are many older women in this world, 
who might feel offended if the palm 
were awarded to her.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune.

power to prevent it from being more 
evtensively used as a medium of ex- 
change. As proof of this the San Fran- 
cisco banks bavo been notified by the 
Treasury Department that it would no 
longer exchange standard silver dollars 
for gold. The reason assigned for this 
order is that there is more silver cer- 
tificates in circulation than there are 
silver dollars in the Treasury. Silver 
half dollars will continue to be ex- 
ohanged for gold but no silver dollars 
will be exchanged for gold coin.

gold friends here in Nevada to make 
for this discrimination against stand- 
ard dollars? There is abundance of 
silver bullion in the Treasury and a 
mint now idle at Carson to coin it. 
There is a large profit to the Govern- 
ment in coining the bullion and, as the 
expenditures of the Government are in 
excess of the receipts, tho conversion 
of the bullion into coin would aid in 
preventing a deficit besides giving em- 
ployment to sixty or eighty persons 
and preventing the machinery in the 
mint from becoming worthless from 
mat caused by disuse. The people are 
demanding more standard dollars for 
business transactions, but instead of 
coining them for the convenience of 
the public the Administration prefers 
to keep millions of ounces o£ silver 
bullion lying idle and useless in the 
Treasury vaults to,offending the money 
kings by coining it into dollars. 


How farcical, how hypooritio are the 


pretensions of the Administration on 
the silver question! Mr. Reed's Con- 
gress appropriates $100.000 to defray 
the expenses of a commission to Bui ope 
to dissuade the money lenders of Lon- 
don, Paris and Hamburg, v?bo are pro- 
fiting by the gold standard, from dis- 
crediting silver as money, ana the 
same Administration hero at home re- 
fuse to com the bullion in the Treasury 
vaults into standard dollars to accom- 
modate the public who want such dol- 
lars in exchange for gold. 


Was ever a Government moie incon- 


sistent than ours on the money ques- 
tion? Wo send commissioners to Eu- 
rope ostensibly to further the cause of 
silver and at home, with abundance of 
silver bullion m the Treasury and at 
i&ust one mint rusting in idleness, will 
not coin sufficient silver dollars to 
supply the demands of business men, 
who want such dollars in exchange for 
gold coins.
